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DETAILED ACTION 

The previous rejections and objections are withdrawn in view of (A) the current 8/6/07 
substitute after final amendment (following the notice of appeal) with accompanying remarks 
(now entered) and (B) the Examiner's amendment set forth below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

In the currently amended abstract at line 8 (see page 5 of the current 8/6/07 substitute 
after final amendment), correct "reflection films" (plural) to -reflection fUms film - (singular), 
which better corresponds with each earlier antecedent basis reference to a reflection film. 

At page 14, in the 5th paragraph, lines 1-2, change the language "the pattern on the 
absorber layer" to -[[the]] a pattern [[on]] in the absorber layer-, which is consistent with 
similar changes previously made at various locations in the specification. 

At page 15, [Example 1], in the 1st paragraph, line 3, change the expression "mask blank 
101" to -mask blank 101—, which better corresponds with the language in line 5 of this same 
paragraph. 
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At page 16, in the 2nd paragraph, line 4, change "multilayer reflection film 13 [12] was 
formed" to -multilayer reflection film 13 [12] 12 was formed- that corrects ambiguity with 
respect to Figure 1 A in which item 12 refers to the multilayer reflection film (this is also 
confirmed by line 1 of this same paragraph). 

At page 17, in the 2nd full paragraph, lines 2-3, change "lapse of every predetermined 
number of days" to -lapse of ev e ry a predetermined number of days-. 

At page 18, in the 4th full paragraph, line 1, change "resist pattern as a mask" to -resist 
pattern as [[a]] an etching mask—, to clarify and differentiate that this resist mask is not a 
reflection mask. 

At page 19, in the 2nd full paragraph, line 11, correct "conformed" to - conformed 
confirmed -. 

At page 24, in the 2nd paragraph, line 1, change the language "pattern on the absorber 
layer" to —pattern [[on]] in the absorber layer—, which is consistent with similar changes 
previously made at various locations in the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-21 are allowed.
